On Monday lut Judge Thomas R. ( ror- 
doo, of the ScooBd diviaioa of the Com- 
moB P1«M Conrt, J li i iii w e d tbe Mrit 
•baolntcly of Rosa Wilhtte Bgninst the 
Sisters of tlie Goo<1 Sbephen), Bauk 
street, Louisville, Ky., uuder exceptional 
drcumstances. The plaintiff bronght 
•nk against tbe Sisters in October, 1902, 
for Ow sam of ^,000, alleged to be doe 
bar for aervicea rendered on an implied 
ooatMWt while ah* waa an inmate of their 
l eionB e tecy. Ttaia caae ifaat to the Court 
of Appeals on some pceUmioary motions 
and waa reveracd and aent badt for trial 
on its merits. While the case was pend- 
ing in the Court of Appeals this woman 
visited the Sisters and expressed her re- 
pentance for having sued them and 
requested informatioti to eiinble her to 
<^ j«tni— the action. Tbe Sisters declined 
to diacnsi the action with her, but re- 
ferrad her to their attorneys, to whom she 
thea eppHed for anch information. The 
etto rne y a fbr the Siaton dacUaad to dia- 
enaa the anbject with her, but aent her 
before an official ateaogr^har of this 
conrt, who privately esramined her and 
recorded her responses in shorthand, 
which were later transcribed and tile<l iu 
conrt. This examination by tbe official 
stenographer revealed soue startling in- 
formatloB as to tbe methods pursued and 
the aiaaaa eaiployed to induce these ac- 



8be coatianed to visit the Siatei*, ead 
two weeha ago txpreaaed her hapatlcBce 
at the failure to have the suit dismissed, 
and renewed her demand that the same 

be done. Thereupon the atiorneys for 
the Sisters communicated this fact to the 
plaintiff's counsel, invited them to call 
to inspect the affidavits and transcript of 
the evidence given before the official 
ateoographer, and requested that the ac- 
tion be diamiaaed by themaelves, stating 
that if they failed to do ao their client'a 
OMidoa to diaariaa would be filed at a 
spedfiad time. They decUaed to dia- 
miaa the action and the plaintilf 'a motion 
was filed and set for hearing on Monday. 

In the meantime a written statement 
signed by tbe plaintiiT revoking her mo- 
tion for dismissal was procured and filed 
in court by her counsel. She explained 
that the "revocation" was obtained from 
her by iiarilar meaaa amployed to aecnre 
her rfgaatare to the original petition. 
WImb the caaa waa called for hearlag on 
the notion the plaintiff appeared la court 
la peraon, and by oonaent of connael and 
on their joint request she was examined 
privately by the court in the Judge's 
chambers. After tbe examination the 
Judge returned to tbe bench and from 
there announced that it waa the inde- 
pendent, unreserved and emphatic wish 
of the plainti£f, clearlv and certainly ex- 
pmaedt that the action ahould be dis- 
eoaliaaed and dismissed. Thereupon the 
eowrt JiMBiiiad the action abaolutcly and 
atrack it from tbe dodkat 

Thia woman la a rirtaroC Battle Smith, 
who had a aimilar ault against the Sis- 
ters, and which was tried out some 
months ago before a jury, resulting in a 
verdict in favor of the defendant Sisters. 
The Smith woman has appealed to the 
Conrt of Appeals. 

It will be remembered that a similar 
actioa bronglit by Ella Aldridge against 
the Siatera waa diamiaaed aome weeka 
agOkthe plaiatiS bating given a depodtion 
ia her caae which waa tekea and filed in 
court by the dcfendante, wherein ahe 
aworc that ahe not only did not authorize 
the bringing of the suit against the Sis- 
ters, but protested against it, and that 
each and all of the allegations of tbe peti- 
tion were falae and untrue. The follow- 
ing quotations from the sworn statement 
of Rnaa Wilhite, filed in aupport of her 
motion to diamlsa her own eaae, are, to 
aajr the leaat, iatercating: 

QaeatioB— Did yoa know what yon 
were aignlng when you aigned and awece 
to that? 

Aaawer— I did not want to do It. No, 
air; I did not know anything at all about 
it. I told him, in the first beginning, 1 
did not want to do it. Tbey caid it was 
for wages— they wauled me to sue those 
people for wages. I did not wsnt to do 
it, and I came down to thoae people this 
morning. They told me to ooae down 
here and get out of it if could. 

Q.— That is not it Yoa aay yon did 
not want to sign thiW 

A.— I did not want to dgn it. 

Qf—Why did you sign it, then? 

A.— They made me sign it. They said 
if I would not sign it tbey would make 
the SberiiT come down there and make me 
sign it, anyway. 

Who told you that? 

A. — Dr. Smith told me, for one. 

Q.— What is Mr. Smith's name? 

A.— D. T. I don't know— jnat D. T. 
and Mr. Vincent and Mr. Smith got me 
to do all of thia. Tbey brought me

a —Who could tell? 
A.— Those people at Stinson'a could 
tell you that I did not want to aign thia 
paper. They brought three down there 
and read thcin to me.

Q.— What lady? 
A. — Mrs. Stin.son, the lady I am living 
with. She was in there, of course listen- 
ing to my conversation, snd I did not 
want to sign any of them. Tbey said if 
yon do not dgn it we will bring sn 
officer right here and make yon dgn it. 
Q.— Von finally dgaed it at hia oOce? 
A.— No. dr, I drnd Uthere. Thay 
sigaed it and made me take hold of the 
pen and make a mark to abow that I 
signed it, but I was not, God knows, my 
heart. I did not want to sign it. My 
right band before Ood, t did Ml want to 
sijrn that paper. 

Q.— You would rather hate fUaanit 
diamiaaed now? 
A.— Yea. dr. That ia what I am after. 
Q.— Did any one MiggMt to jron that 
yon diaariaa thia eaae orwaatjranto^ 
miaa it? 

A.— No, dr; I did it of my own aooord. 
Q —You wanted to drop the whole 

matter and get out of it? 

A. — Yes, sir. That is what I want to 
ilo. That is my aim, and I hope I will 
get dismissed. I did not want anything 
at all to do with it.

It worries me to the very core of my 
heart.

Before the present met- 
ropolitan police law waa adopted Mr. 
Madden was a valued member of the 
JeflaaouviUe police department, but re- 
dgued to accept the podtlon of City 
Pump Contraetor, wbidi ha hdd lutil 
recently. 



The United 55tates Siipreme Court this 
week decided a case of widespread in- 
terest to Irishmen. The particular Iriah 
man involved in the oaae, Jamea Ljm^he- 
hann, ia aeid to have been in Louisville 
duce the firat of April. Lynchehann, 
who went by the name of Thomas Walsh, 
was arrested in ludisuapolis last Septem- 
' ber "by Biitish 'delei!tivcB,~ wbo served v 
warrant on him from the di.stirct of New 
York. However, after Judj;e Baker's 
decision, Lynchehaun whs Hii:tigned be- 
fore United States Commissioner Chsrles 
W. Moored, in Indianapolis, who dedded 
that Iijnchehana could not be extradited 
nnder the to aa t y, and tha Iriahauia waa 
releaaed. Brltlah attorneys then appeeled 
Judge Baker'a dedaion to the United 
Stetes Supreme Court in the effort to 
have Lynchehaun tried In New York. 

Justice Harlan, of Kentucky, delivered 
the opinion of tbe court, and said that 
Lynchehaun could not be arrested in 
Indiana and tried in New York, but miut 
be tried in the State where he was ar- 
rested under the lawa of that Stete. 

Lynchehann merely aiapped Mrs. Mc- 
Donnell, and he waa aant np tot Ufa. It 
waa proved at Indlaaapolia tlMt the 
offenae waa only trivial, and that Lynche- 
hann was convicted on account of politics, 
he t>cin>; an agitator for home rule, while 
his landlady was a rack renter. Upon 
Lvnchebaun's arrest tbe Irishmen of 
Indianapolis flocked to his relief. A 
committee was appointed, who took hia 
caae in hand and employed able counsel 
to defend him. Lynchehann's attorneys 
were Addiaoo C Harria, Fetdiaand Win- 
ter and Henry ^aaa. It waaproten by 
theae attomeya, after over two weeks of 
argument, that Lynchehann'a erime was 
a political one and not estiaditoble. 

Judge Baker held that, although 
"neither tbe treaties nor the statutes say 
in so many words Ihst tbe hearing shall 
be held in tbe place where the accused is 
fonud, but inasmuch as the law of the 
place where he is found, not only with 
respect to the aubataatial definition of 
the crime, but also with respect to tbe 
competent of tha witnisass and tha ad- 
nrisdMUty of avldeaee. is made ooatroll- 
Ing, it was also intended that the hearing 
ahould be held at the place where he was 
found." 

Justice Hsrland affirmed this dedsion, 
saying: "The treaty of 184*2 expressly 
provides that a person charged with the 
crime of murder committed within the 
jurisdiction of either country and found 
within the territoriea of the other shall 
have been delivered np Iqr the latter 
country, and the proviaion shall apply in 
the case of one eonvictedof sndi a dbae, 
but whose sentence has not been exe- 
cuted. But both countries stipulated that 
the alleged criminal shsll be arreatad 
and delivere<l up ouly upon such evidence 
of criminality as, according to the laws of 
the place where tbe fugitive person so 
charged is found, would justify hu ap- 
prehension and commitment for trial if 
the crime bad been there committed.*; 

The dsddon sottles Isr all tiaM the 
practice of bringing qtMd political 
prisoners from other Statea to New York 
for trial in extradictable cases. It being 
apparent that tbe Supreme Court would 
decide tbe case st tbe May term, Lynche- 
haan left Indisuapolis and came to Louis- 
ville about four weeks ago. He may now 
return to hia wife, who is in Indianapolis.

Popa Haa a Plan ta Place In- 
oome On a Mara Solid 
Baala. 



"Oaaervatore," a leading corre s pond- 
ent of American newspapers in Rome, in 
a special cablegram, says it is tbe desire 
of the Pope to place Vatican finances on 
a more solid basis. The Vatlcsn's snnual 
income, he says, is at present nncertein, 
(jecanae of the fluctuation in the contribn- 
tlona aent to Rome aa Peter's pence, and 
It is p roposed to adoptb systematic offer* 
lug plan wUdi will be in keeping i^ 
the 'business methods of the time, "rhe 
plan under diaeuadon will, if adopted, 
equalize the contributiona of the chnrdiea 
of the world in proportion to thdr in- 
comes. It is well known that French 
contributions to the Holy See are greatly 
reduced, and that amounts contributed 
by Italy, Spain and Austria are insignifi- 
cant, ao that nearly the whole burden of 
supporting the central government of the 
to be aaMMMd by the 



Ku){l!sh-Bf>eakiug co\iiitries of the world. 
The new plan for income contemplates 
the obtaining every year from all of tbe 
Bishops, all over tbe world, a detailed 
atelement of the annual income of their 
dioceses, which shall ahow in deteil the 
incMne of eadi parish, mensdary. aoa- 
tiant or other rsligioHS instltatlod. A 
pereeatage tax wflt then be hdd npon 
each diocese, the authorities of which 
will, in turn, levy a proportionate tax 
upon the ecclesiastical institutions. It is 
thought here that the plan will be 
adopted, and there is general opinion 
that it will prove a satisfactory way of 
obtaining funds for the support of tbe 
Holy See, without Increadng the burdens 
of Indlridual Catholics. Volnntery con- 
tributiona to Fetcr'a pence will not be 
diaoouraged, even if the new plan ia 
adopted. 11w apoatoUe vldton who ai« 
to inspect the dloessss of Italy have 
already been instructed to include In 
thdr reporte atetemente of the incomes 
of the dioceses, to be 8ul)mittr<I to the 
congregation of the council. Propa- 
ganda is expected soon to take similar 
action regarding the dioceses in English- 
speaking countries.

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The Secretary of the Interior lias ap- 
proved the instructions of the Commis- 
sioner of the Genersl Land Office pro- 
ridiag for the opeaing of 248,743 acres of 
laad ol the fbnner CUppcwa Indian 
raacrvationa in Minnesota oa Jnae 15 
next. The opening is to actual settlers 
only, under the provisions of the home- 
stead law, except the commutation pro- 
vision thereof, with the additional re- 
quirement of payment of (I 25 an acre in 
five equal installments. Slightly more i 
thsn 71,000 acrea are located in the Cass 
Lake land diatrict, 128,000 acres in the 
Oeokstoa laad district and more than 
49,000 acres la the Duluth land diatrict. 
The ladractions provide that a prior 
right to enter the laods will aoC be se- 
cured by settling oa fha lands bcfoK the 
dste of opening.
